What you'll find in the 
following pages is the best 
work submitted from 300 
newspapers from eight 
nations participating in the 
Seventh Annual Design 
Competition sponsored by 
the Society of Newspaper 
Design. 

Twelve tough-minded 
judges spent two long days 
in Seattle in early June sort- 
ing through more than 
9,600 entries. They 
selected the top 5 percent 
of the entries as worthy of 
398 Awards of Excellence, 
48 Silver Awards and two 
Gold Awards. Without a 
doubt, this was a demand- 
ing jury. But it was also a 
jury well qualified to be 
that way. 

One Gold Award went 
to John Cayea of The New 
York Times for his art direc- 
tion of the Week in Review 
section. Judges were im- 
pressed by the clear and 
consistent format that 
incorporates good typog- 
raphy, photographs and 
graphics into a vigorous, 
newsy, yet well-ordered 
presentation.

What else did the judges 
like? 

Novedades for one. The 
judges found this Mexico 
City newspaper refresh- 
ingly different, something 
new in a sea of sameness. 
Lou Silverstein, design con- 
sultant to The New York 
Times, observed that the 
roots of its unique appear- 
ance come from its differ- 
ent journalistic approach.

and they decided to use lit- 
tle mosaics,’’ he said. The 
result was a Silver Award 
to Roger Black, Mario 
Garcia, and Claudio 
Rodriguez for overall 
design, one of only two 
medal awards given for 
newspapers in the overall 
design category. 

The other Silver in over- 
all design went to The 
Washington Times. This is 
the second time this news- 
paper has garnered a Gil- 
ver from a panel of Society 
judges for its overall design 
and the fourth year ina 
row that it has won in this 
category. Judges find it to 
be a paper in which every- 
thing works together. 

Though not represented 
in the overall design cate- 
gory, a clear favorite was 
The Wall Street Journal. 
The Journal picked up four 
Silver Awards and six 
Awards of Excellence. 
Three of the Silvers came 
from special-section entries

where the judges gave spe- 
cial plaudits to the typo- 
graphic sophistication. The 
typography style main- 
tained a clear link with the 
daily newspaper but reor- 
dered the emphasis to 
create a new and dis- 
tinctive voice. Additionally, 
three Journal artists won 
Awards of Excellence for 
their illustration portfolios. 

But the competition’s big 
winner for the seventh year 
ina row was The New York 
Times, gathering one Gold, 
two Silvers and 43 Awards 
of Excellence. Other lead- 
ing award-winners were 
The Boston Globe with 
three Silvers and 30 
Awards of Excellence, and 
The Seattle Times with two 
Silvers and 26 Awards of 
Excellence. 

Among the foreign 
entries, judges awarded a 
Silver to Dagens Nyheter 
for its coverage of the 
assassination of Prime Min-

white space—between sto- 
ries and headlines, around 
photos and between lines 
of type.

‘designs that didn’t use a 
hundred rules to separate 
everything.” 

As Silverstein put it dur- 
ing the wrap-up discussion, 
‘“As my strength began to 
ebb, | became disgusted 
with newsprint. The god- 
damned type is so dirty. | 
kept changing my glasses 
in the hope that things 
would improve. The one 
thing I’m going to do in my 
next design is get some 
space in and around the 
characters. More lead!’’ 

What did the judges find 
lacking? How can news- 
papers improve most? 

Start with typography. 
Judges were uniformly crit- 
ical of our collective pro-

gress in basic typographic 
sophistication. Hayward 
Blake, president of Hay- 
ward Blake Co., who 
judged SND’s First Edition 
seven years ago, noted 
that while the general level 
of newspaper design has 
risen in that period of time, 
it still has not come as far as 
one would hope or expect. 
‘‘Considering the point that 
they are redone each day, 
you'd think in this many 
years you could do it bet- 
ter. But the typography is 
so loaded, jammed, with 
no air and handled so 
heavy-handedly.’”’ 

Judges complained 
about the uncontrolled, 
unrestrained use of color. 
Johnny Maupin, Art Direc- 
tor of The Courier-Journal 
and The Louisville Times, 
observed, ‘‘It’s gotten to 
the point where it’s really 
overdone. It’s not even leg- 
ible anymore. You can’t 
even read the type.’’ 


Hayward R. Blake, President, Hayward Blake and Co., 
a Chicago design firm. 


And our distinguished 
crew was not much im- 
pressed with the run of 
informational graphics, 
either. Phil Nesbitt, 
Assistant Managing Edi- 
tor/Graphics for The 
(Bergen, N.J.) Record, 
called them ‘‘forced.’’ Sil- 


verstein postulated that 
‘three-fourths of them are 
going in a totally wrong 
direction. They are more 
confusing than they are 
clarifying.”’ 

Richard Curtis, Assistant 
Managing Editor/Graphics 
and Photography at USA 
Today, expressed disap- 
pointment at how few maps 
were entered in the com- 
petition. ‘‘The map should 
just be a basic part of re- 
porting, like a headline.’ 

Another concern: look- 
alikes. ‘‘Everybody is 
imitating everybody else at 
this point. You either look 
like The Seattle Times, USA 
Today, The Washington 
Times or two or three other 
papers,’’ lamented Dick 
Cheverton, Assistant Man- 
aging Editor/Features 
at The Orange County 
Register. 

Cheverton, Curtis and 
others discussed the need 
for a major conference to

here. Sandra Eisert, Photo 
Editor of The San Jose Mer- 
cury News cautioned, ‘’To 
get from where we’re at to 
the kind of change that 
needs to be made requires 
a heck of a lot more coop- 
eration, interest and sup- 
port — a completely differ- 
ent league of support and 
backing and effort.’’ 

Once again, Lou Silver- 
stein tossed the clincher: 
“It’s not a design problem; 
it’s a journalist problem.’ 

And so it is.

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Theories cite

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CAPE CANAVERAL — The cause 
of the catastrophic explosion that de- 
Stroyed Chalienger on Tuesday re- 
mains a mystery, but television pic- 
tures point to the fuel-laden external 
tank as a prime clive. 

The 15-story, apricot-colored tank, 
which holds $28,000 gallons of liquid 
oxygen and hydrogen, appeared to ex- 
plode first, shattering the fragile spe- 
ceplane and killing its seven crew 
members. 

The tank was attached to the under- 
side of Chalienger. It normally sup- 
piles fuel to a shuttles three main en- 
gines for the first $44 minutes of Night 
and then is fettisoned to fall into the 
ocean. 

Two solid-fuel rocket boosters at- 
tached to the tank also provide thrust. 
They normally fail away at 2 minutes, 
7 seconds into flight and drop into the 
Atlantic by parachutes. Unlike the 
fuel tank, they are recovered, cleaned 
and reused. . 

“I think the tank just came apart,” 
said Sem Beddingfield, who retired in 
November as deputy director of space 
shuttle management at Kennedy 
Space Center. 

He watched the launch from his Ti 
tusvilie home and studied slow-motion 
replays on television.

“Today is a day for unity. for 
Congress and the American peuple 
to stand together behind the presi- 
dent,” said Senate Majority Lead- 
er Bob Dole, R-Kan. 

Sen. Richard Lugar, R-Ind., 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, told report 
ers he hopes the action will prompt 
European allies to reconsider their 
reluctance to impase economic and 
political sanctions against Libya 
and its leader Moammar Khadafy 

Alter a breakfast meeting with 
West German Vice Chancellor 
Hans Dietrich Genscher, Lugar 
said the German official stressed 
the need te to “think once again 
about economic and political sanc- 
tions amd to work with moderate 
Arab states whom he believes are 
our best allies presently in isolat 
ing Khadafy.” 

“} would hope that as s result 
of what has occurred in the last 24 
hours European countries would 
fake much more seriously the 
ideas of economic and political 
sanctions,” Lugar said. 

Meanwhile, there were expres-

“Are we going to do this again 
and again and again?” asked 
Senate Democratic Leader Robert 
C. Byrd of West Virgmia 

“We are under no illusion 
Khadafy may strike again,” Dole 
said today in a Senate floor speech. 
“But consider what he would have 
done had we not acted; had we 
simply rolled ever and pretended 
that his murderous attacks, his 
murderous plans would somehow 
go away. Under those circum 
stances, the carnage we have seen

Logan Airport is located two miles 
from downtown Boston.

Handle With 
Care.” Fresh raspberries are a fragile lot with a short 
shelf life. 

But who cares? Just-picked raspberries are too 
good to tuck away in the refrigerator. They're meant 
to be eaten fresh. 

If you can refrain from dipping into the pint on the 
way home from the market, plan to serve the berries 
the day you buy or pick them. A simple but wonderful 
pleasure is a bowl of raspberries served with a pitcher 
of heavy cream. 

Connecticut is in the midst of the y season, 
which should last through the end of July. Fans. of 
these sweet berries will get a second chance to savor 
their goodness when the fall crop ripens in September. 
The fail berries generaily last until the first frost. 

Nature paints these plump round berries in various 
colors. Some are yellow, others almost black. Purple

He's the real thing with the 
right stuff: He rose (almost 
literally) from self-described

Vietnam. He entered the 
Army Air Corps as a private 
attracted to flight training 
because he could escape 
duty rosters; by the time 
he retired from the Air Force he wore 
a general's star. But there is more to 
Chuck Yeager than these entries on a 
lifetime's resume. He is, in the eyes of 
many, the archetypical pilot: 
unflappable, laconic, never- 
complaining, solid behind the controls 
and a hell-raiser on the ground. 
Beginning today, Accent presents five 
excerpts from his recently published 
autobiography, “Yeager.” Culled from 
40 hours of oral reminiscences, this is 
a fare glimpse of the man who may, 
indeed, be the last American hero.

Breaking the sound barrier was a very 
complex undertaking, and I knew next to 
nothing about it. 

Twice during quick trips out to Muroc 
(Edwards Air Force Base) in California to 
pick up airplanes and ferry them back to 
Wright Air Force Base in Dayton, Ohio, I saw 
the X-1 being shackled beneath a B-29 bomber 
prior to taking off on a flight. It was a small 
ship, painted bright orange and shaped like a 
SM-caliber machine-gun builet. Somebody toid 
me it was rocket-propelled with 6,000 pounds 
of thrust, designed to fly at twice the apeed of 
sound. That was beyond my understanding, 
and 1 let 2 goat that. 

When I returned to Wright in May 2947, 1 
attended a meeting of ail the fighter test 
pilots, requesting volunteers*to fly the X-i. 
Bob Hoover, Jack Ridley and I raised our 
hands, along with about five others. It was 
probably a good thing that I wasn’t very close 
to the fight teat engineers who worked in the 
section, because they had warned some of the 
pilots to stay away from the X-1 project if 
they wanted to stay alive.

A few days later Col. Albert G. Boyd, bead the Sell X-t during the 
of the flight test division, sent for me. He period that saw him 
never looked sterner, and when I saluted in 
front of his desk, be kept me standing at 
attention for nearly half an hour while we 
talked.

He didn't exactly offer me the X-1, but he 
sure moved around the edges. He asked me 
why I had voluateered, and I teld him it 
seemed like an interesting program, 
something else to fly. He said, “Yeager, this 
is the airplane to fly. The first pilot whe goes 

faster than sound will be in the 
history books. it will be the most 
historic ride since the Wright 
brothers. And that's why the X-1 
was built.” 
He told me 
there were ail 
kinds of 
incredible planes 
on the drawing 
boards, including 
an aircraft that 
could fy six times 
faster than the 
speed of sound 
and a supersonic 
bomber powered 
by an atomic re- 
actor.

Shot down in France, 
the 21-year-old pilot 
evades the Germans

Free-falling. Flat on my back. Spinning 
from 16,000 feet. Velocity doubling each 
second, Hold off. Get below clouds where 
krauts can't see chute. Yank that cord now, 
you're dead. Germans strafe guys floating 
down. Clouds whisk past. French countryside 
filling horizon. Even so, wait, goddamn it. 
Ground rushing up. Occupied territory. 

Two fingers grip chute ring. 

Corner of my eye — ground closing in. I 
smell forests and fields below. 

Now. 

1 yank the ripcord ring. 

The parachute blossoms, breaking my fall, 
and I'm rocking gently in the winter sky. 
Below me, the hilis and fields are crawling 
with Germans, I see the black smoke from my 
airplane wreckage and sweat the slow ride 
down. I'm easy target practice from the 


round. 

I'm dropping down over southern France on 
a deceptively peaceful countryside. I work the 
shroud lines toward a pine forest. 

Trees rush up at me. [ reach out and grab 
on to the top of a 20-foot pine. I bounce a 
couple of times on that limber sapling, leaning 
it over te the ground, just as I did as a idid in 
West Virginia, when we'd ride pines for miles 
through the woods. In only seconds, I'm six 
inches from the ground; I step down, gather in 
my parachute to use later as a shelter, and 
limp off into the woods. There’s 
biead on my pant leg, blood on my 
torn leather gloves. and blood 
dripping down the front of my 

flying jacket from my head. 
It is slightly past noon on 
Sunday, March 5, 1944, and I'ma 
wounded, 21-year-old American 
fighter pilot, shot down and on 
the run. After only eight 
combat missions, I'm now 
“missing in action,” World 
War II shot out from under me 
by the % millimeter cannons of 
a Focke-Wulf 190. 
Even now, in shock from 
being shot down, cold and 
scared, I figure my chances 
are good for coming out of 
this alive. I know-how to trap and hunt 
and live off Mother Nature. Back home, 
if we had a job to do, we did it. And 
my job now is to evade capture and 
escape 
I can survive in these woods for as 
tong as it takes to keep the damned 
Germans from finding me and 
hauling me off to a POW camp. 
But whatever happens, for me the 
war is over. If I make it over the 
Pyrenees and manage to get 
back to England, I'll be sent 
home. No more combat — a 
rule meant to protect the 
French underground from 
pilots they assisted — who 
might later be shot down 
again and tortured by the 
Gestape into revealing 
escape setworks. So far, 
none of the guys shot 
down in my squadron

I saw a lot 
of farmland coming down, and at night 1° pop 
out of these woods long enough to raid some 
turnips and potatoes, Before dark, it begins to 
rain, and there are no more search planes. I 
¢at a stale chocolate bar from my survival kit. 
Then, wet and cold, I huddle under my 
parachute and try to sleep. I doze on and off 
but at first light 'm wide awake, 
+ gripping my pistol. 

I peek out and sce a woodeutter 
shouldering a heavy ax. I decide 
to rush him from behind and get 
that ax, killing him if necessary. I 
jump him and he drops the ax, 
almest dead with fright. With eyes 
the size of quarters, he stares at 
the pistol I’m waving in his face. 
He speaks no English, sof talk at 
him like Tarzan: “Me American. 
Need help. Find underground.” He 
jabbers back in excited French, 
and if | understand right he tells 
me he will go get somebody who 
speaks English. 

I read his face, which is seared 
but friendly. He grins and nods 

when I say I'm an American. Puts a finger to 
his lips to whisper 'Boche,” then hurries off 
into the forest, after signaling to me to stay 
hidden and wait for him to get back. I keep his 
ax and watch him run off, then I move across 
the patch inte a stand of big trees, wondering 
if t should take off or wait for him here. Can I 
trust the guy? - é 


I stay in a tiny store room in a hayioft for 
nearly a week, although each day I spend 
more time outside than in. The Germans have 
seemed to lose interest in finding me; there 
are fewer patrols now. Maybe they're hoping 
that if they stop looking so hard, I'l become 
careless and fall into their net. And it nearly 
happens that way. One sunny morning, I climb 
down the ladder and venture out of the barn 
only to dive for cover when a Focke-Wulf 
comes roaring over the treetops.

Wildlife a pawn as man plays God 
Plants, animals slide toward vanishing point

lorida’s wildlife is backed into a corner, 
hemmed in by a growing human population 
whose decisions on how to use the land 
ultimately will decide which species will 
survive and which will die. 

A dozen species already are extinct in 
Florida, and the prospects that more plants 

and animals are headed for extinction are alarming: 

@ Florida already designates 530 plants and animals as 
endangered or potentially endangered, yet state funding and 
personnel are at lower levels today than five years ago. 

@ Despite getting enormous publicity and a large 
amount of research funding, even the state animal — the 
Florida panther — may not survive into the next century 
because of a lack of wilderness and threats from inbreeding, 
disease and an inadequate food supply. 

@ Habitats that support a variety of wildlife are in 
danger. For example, experts estimate that &5 percent of the 
Florida scrub, a desertlike environment that provides food and 
shelter for some of the state's most unique creatures, has 
disappeared. Some scientists believe that scrub plants may 
hold the secret to survival in arid areas — something that 
could save millions of people from hunger. 

This is Florida’s Shame. During the past two years, 
The Orlando Sentinel has published four special reports 
focusing on the state's growth pains. The first three dealt with 
the causes and costs of uncontrolled development, how 
political pressure affects land use planning, and the condition 
of Florida’s beaches, rivers and lakes. This is the stery of the 
threat to the state’s endangered species. 

The major culprit is Florida’s often haphazard 
development. Too often it is designed to suit man’s needs, 
desires and profit margins with no consideration for the 








impact on wildlife. Until widespread urbanization hit Florida 
after World War II, overhunting was the main reason state 
creatures disappeared. Together, overhunting and reckless 
development have taken a heavy toll. 

Some animals at the edge of extinction have been saved 
from hunters only to face new threats. The great egret once 
was destined for extinction by hunters who sought its plumes 
for the women’s hat industry. Laws were passed to prohibit 
the hunting, and that helped the bird to recover. But now it 
faces a new threat: the drainage and conversion of wetlands 
for housing and agriculture. Today, loss of habitat ranks as 
the greatest threat to Florida’s wildlife. 

With each creature that disappears go potentially 
important uses for medicine and agriculture and another piece 
of wildlife diversity that first lured tourists and residents to 
the state. Most importantly, the condition of Florida's animals 
and plants indicates the health of the environment for all. 

Development is inevitable, but extinction of species 
doesn’t have te be. With proper planning of how the land is 
used, development can be compatible with most creatures. For 
others the only hope for survival is the creation and proper 
caretaking of more wildlife preserves. 

Although Florida’s efforts to save its endangered 
species generally get good marks from environmentalists, 
experts agree that the state, with an environment so varied, 80 
rich in wildlife, has much to lose. The pressures from human 
growth are certain. The future of Florida's wildlife is in doubt. 
The state stands at a crossroads where steps to save its 
wildlife must be taken before we lose that which is Florida.

Y FATHER WAS A 
scientist. Science was not his 
profession; he worked all his life 
as an engineer or a teacher. But 
he maintained that science is a 
frame of mind. The essence of 
scence, he said, is curiosity. 
Science is a search for order. j 
Science is a matter of compiling data and 
looking for correlations. Al his life he 
drew graphs, with colored pencils on 
“paper with grids of tiny squares, in his 
meticulous hand. He graphed the 
family’s finances. He graphed the course 
of national events. He graphed the 
weather. He graphed sunspot cycles. He 
graphed the performance of his 
students. And as he lay dying from 
cancer, he graphed the terrible course of 

The nature of the data that occupied 
him on his sickbed was various. He 
asked for instruments, and we supplied 
them. He wanted a six-inch rule and a 
meter stick. He wanted a protractor. He 
wanted clocks and calendars. He wanted | 
notebooks. Hourly he measured his : 
position on the bed. He measured the 
angles of his limbs. He timed the cycles 
of pain and medication. He carefully 
recorded the slow progress of the 
disease as it crept through his body, 
beginning at the groin, then tunneling 
through his bones, reaching finally every 
extremity. He was not inattentive to 
things that a more professional scientist 
would have considered irrelevant.

No wonder that, when we asked them to describe 
a Face of the West, the photographers who took the photos on the following pages 
hesitated. They tossed about a few broad terms—independence, prs ae 
came up with no definite image.

“But, really, it’s a lantees different faces.” 

And to most, those faces don't include Richard Avedon’s portraits. It was Avedon's 

prerogative, they agreed, to shoot anyone in any way he wanted. But, as Brian 
Lanker puts it, “It's not The American West,’ it's ‘ft the American West.’ This is an 
artist, a fashion photographer. He practiced his art.” 
_. Most of these photographers live in the West; many say they'll never leave. But 
the attraction of the region is hard for them to put in words. “There’s something 
about the Western temperament that suits me better than the Eastern,” says 
Lanker, who lives in Eugene, Ore., and works around the world. How would he 
describe that temperament? “I wouldn't.” 

What they won't describe in words, they present in pictures. In this gallery they 
have caught flashes of today’s West. And those flashes have a familiar look. 

Independence can become eccentricity: a pin-striped lawyer who sleeps with his 
dogs rather than his wife; a woman who dresses up sea turtles. Strength is not a 
steer wrestler or Gary Cooper at high noon, but a 70-year-old towing a string of 
boats through a chilly November harbor.

% perience be any guide, badly needs a 
new word. The ward needed is one to de- 


scribe those people who are extremely 
confident about their own virtue and 
whose spectacular confidence nicely 
feeds their general feeling of superiori- 
ty. They are superior to me, or so they 
have made plain, and they are probably - 
superior to you, if only you will give 
them the opportunity to dernonstrate it. 
The peopie I have in mind have a superiority cornplex; they 
are completely convinced of their own moral superiority. 1 
think of thern as “‘virtucrats,”” for they are empowered by the 
unfaltering sense of their own virtue. 

Roughly a year and a half ago, in the midst of the Demo- 
cratic primaries, I went to hinch with an old acquaintance, a 
Chicago journalist. It was at an Italian restaurant and both 
the food and the talk seemed fine. All was humming along 
jollily when the journalist began extolling Gary Hart, who at 
that point in the primaries had begun showing remarkably 
well. Normally, I prefer to let sleeping dogmas lie, my own 
and the next person’s, but I have this thing about Gary Hart. 
In four words — I dislike him intensely. I dislike his self-right- 
eousness, his promises to make government ‘‘compassion- 
ate’’ again, his general virtuousness, so often self-proclaimed 
and so endlessly implied. 

As my luncheon companion went on and on about what a 
helluva guy Gary Hart was, I felt this sentence gurgling in my 
throat — a sentence I have used, in the mostly liberal circles 
in which I travel, to enliven dull parties and, sometimes, to 
end lively ones —- and then, whoosh, it was out. ‘I voted for 
Reagan in 1980,’’ I said, ‘“‘and shall probably do so again.”’

The Westmoreland trial produced startling new 
evidence of exactly how the men running the war 
duped the public about the strength of the enemy. 







NE DAY IN 
eatly March of 
1967, Gen. Earle 
Wheeler read a4 
secret cable from U.S. Army intelligence in 
Vietnam that both disturbed and displeased 
him. The cable indicated an increase in en- 
emy attacks in South Vietnam. Wheeler. as 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, regu- 
larly reported on the war effort to President 
Lyndon Johnson and his top advisers, but this 
bit of news would nat be passed along. 

Instead, Wheeler fired off two top-secret 
cables to Saigon warning that the new num- 
bers were “dynamite” that would “literally 
blow the lid off of Washington” if they 
became known. In a cable dated March 9, 
Wheeler ordered Gen. William C. Westmore- 
land, the commander of U.S. forces in South 
Vietnam, to “do whatever is necessary to 
insure these figures are not — repeat not — 
teleased to news media or otherwise exposed 
te public knowledge.” In a follow-up cable to 
Westmoreland two days later, Wheeler made 
it clear that he did not doubt the accuracy or 
validity of the new numbers. The problem 
was that they simply were not sufficiently 
optimistic, 

“T cannot go to the President,” Wheeler 
complained to Westmoreland, “and tell him 
that, contrary to my reports and those of the 
other chiefs as to progress of the war — in 
which we have laid great stress upon the 








thesis [that] you have seized the initiative 
from the enemy — the situation is such that 
we are not sure who has the initiative in 
South Vietnam.” 

Wheeler, at least, had sucressfully seized 
the initiative in an expanding public relations 
war. The numbers were kept under wraps, 
and another threat to the official, upbeat 
version of the war's progress was headed off. 

That the men running the Vietnam War 
regularly distorted information and massaged 
facts has long been known; only recently has 
the plotting and management of the decep- 
tion been laid out in such rich detail. The 
details are contained in top-secret cables and 
reports that were declassified and made avail- 
able in the recent Westmoreland/CBS libel 
trial; Westmoreland had sued the network 
after a 1982 television program accused him 
of having conspired to understate the enemy's 
strength during the war (he dropped the suit 
before it went to the jury). 

Many of the documents were never intro- 
duced as evidence, because they had no bear- 
ing on the libel trial, but when these “eyes- 
only” and “top-secret” reports are compiled 
as a seamless record of private communica- 
tions in 1967 and 1968, they reveal in the 
words of the war’s managers themselves how 
much time and energy were invested in selling 
the war as winnable in the face of contradic- 
tory evidence.

Heien was salutatorian of the 
Class of °17. It took her six years to 
graduate; twice she’d had surgery toe 
remove malignant abdominal tu- 
mors, and she’d missed a lot of 
school convalescing. 

She remembers a senior class 
gathering in which the class mem- 
bers put on a circus. 

“Milton Eisenhower was a clown,” 
Helen said. “And I think Earl was the 
ringmaster. But I didn’t really min- 
gle with [her classmates] very much. 
I kind of drew into a shell. I couldn't 
talk to people in those days.” 

Marion went to the University of 
Kansas and studied at the School of 
Fine Arts. She later studied music in 
St. Louis and at the Kansas City 
Conservatory of Music. But at the 


close of classes each term, she re- 
turned home. And ultimately, she 
stayed. 

She performed for friends around 
the county, was the first secretary of 
the county historical society and was 
an officer in the local chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. 

When her mother became an in- 
yalid from the strokes she'd suffered, 
Marion cared for her. Mrs. Seelye 
died in 1951 at the age of 77. Dr. 
Seelye had died three years earlier 
of heart disease and a brain tumor. 
He toc had been 77. 

Helen attended KU as well, study- 
ing pharmacy. But after less than a 
year there, she, like many people 
across the country in 1917 and 1918, 
contracted the Spanish fiu. She 
returned home to recuperate and 
stayed to work in her father’s labora- 
tory in downtown Abilene.

he very idea seems implausible. 
Chocoiate is by nature rich, sensuous, 
urious — ali things sinful. And where 
there is gin, there is sure to follow guilt. 

Chocolate bears a double burden: Not only is 
it so decadent, it also has the reputation of 
being bad for you. A double dose of reproach 
can very often go along with its enjoyment. 
What hope is there then for those who indulge? 

The truth of the matter is, chocolate is a 
sweet, though in its purest state, the bean, it is 
not very tasty 

The Aztecs, believed to have been the first 
people to drink its brew, served it bitter, or 
with the addition of spices; Cortez brought this 
discovery back to Spain where sugar was added 
to the formula. Because it held a certain cachet 
in the Old Worid and was st first restricted to 
members of the European royal courts, 
chocolate had a mystique from the start. 

As it developed from a hot beverage to a 
cold, frothy one, and then, in the middie of the 
19th century, into a candy, chocolate gained 
mass appeal. It also gained the addition of more 
sugar and, with further creative cooking arts 
and techniques, butter, cream, and liqueurs. 

Whether you adore a good and simple 
Hershey's Kiss or send to Paris for handmade, 
meit-in-your mouth bonbons, you're talking 
sweet. 

Despite the many analyses done on chocolate 
in an attempt to uncover any redeeming 
features, it will never make the top of any list of 
healthy foods. However, as an indulgence, it 
places very well 

Fine-quality chocolate has tess sugar and 
fewer additives and artificial ingredients than 
most other candies. And true satisfaction can 
be experienced with just one troffie, not a 
whole box. The answer to enjoying chocolate 
without guilt is to recognize that if is a treat. a 
passion, a satiable desire. and te moderate ft so 
that you minimize any negatives and maximize 
your pleasure. 

To understand the allure of chocolate and the 
ways in which an indulgence can be curbed, f 
spoke with chocoistiers from around the world, 
those chefs, consultants and creators whe work 
with chocolate every day, who love 2. and who 
are all, amazingty, lean! 

Certain golden rules are universal. “Eat 
suggests Lora Brody, a consultant 2 
the chocolate industry and authority of 
“Growing up on the Chotolate Diet,” 2 memoir 
“with recipes.~ 

“Take one piece, one scoop, one slice, and 
put the rest away — far away,“ says Brody. She 
aiso writes that “If in fact you are what you eat. 
{ am @ 1)4-pound bar of bittersweet chocolate ~ 
And about guilt: “Don't feel guilty _ . . What 
you are doing is 100-percent socially 
acceptabie.~ 

For Rose Beranbaum, food writer, consultant, 
and creator of the only accurate thermometer 
for tempering chocolate. cuilt can be overcome 
by balancing a fove of chocolate with an 
enthusiasm for exercise, 

“I swim sbout s mile every day to control my 
weight,” she says. “hk changed my Hfe, and 
makes me feel so good.“ It also enables Rose to 
have chocolate every day without worrying 
about the calories. 

Author Rose Beranbaum's love of chocolate 
has sot only defied the threat of overweight 
that looms in front of every chef and feod jover, 
but also the low-sugar upbringing provided by 
her mother, a dentist! 

Judith Olney, whose best-selling book “The 
Joy of Chocolate” was at the time an unusua! 
departure for her (her previous cookbooks 
having been more general in scope), was very 
conscious of chocolate’s wicked and guiit- 
tidden reputation. She chase to give it s mo: 
romantic connotation through her lavish and 
appealing chocolete creations. 

She believes that in our high-tech world, we 
need “high-touch” experiences, a term 
borrowed from the book “Megatrends.~ Eating 
chocolate is a high-touch experience, 
pleasurable, complex, comforting. “Cocoa 
butter melts at body temperature. It coats the 
mouth and provides a variety of sensations.“ 

Rather than feel guilty, Olney admits proudiy 
that chocolate is her one indulgence. But she 
does eat it in moderation and like the other 
experts interviewed, disiikes the inference of 
chocolate lovers being addicted as well as the 
term “chacohotics — 3 blithe use of a word that 
denotes 2 seticus probiem~ 

Chocolate does have B vitamins, she states. 
inchiding niacin, and is, in its best forms, a 
natural product, one she would rather give to 
her child than colas or packaged cake snacks.
